King David, what kind of man are you? Adulterer! Deceiver! 
Murderer! (PSALM 51:1-14) “What must | do to be saved?” Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved, singing aloud of 
His righteousness, of His only! [Read PSALM 7:17, 71:16]
